This is a gain of 17 pupils over the preceding year. 

I still believe that we are not only maintaining a high 
standard of efficiency in our schools but are increasing that 
efficiency to an appreciable extent. 

Truancy is getting to be a thing of the past; the pupils 
seem to realize that everything necessary is being done 
toward making useful citizens of them and that school is 
gradually becoming a pleasure instead of a drudgery. 

Again, our teachers are realizing more and more each 
year the importance and seriousness of their vocation and — 
are endeavoring in every possible way to prove to the tax 
payers and parents that their work is more than a “‘time 
clock job.” ‘ 

Also our teachers are realizing that methods are changing 
and in order to keep up with the changes they have been 
willing to attend summer sessions at their own expense. 

It is also extremely gratifying to note the willingness of 
the tax-payers to. give these children the best in the way of 
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buildings, text-books, supplies, transportation program, 
playground equipment, financial and loyal support in their 
outside activities, such as entertainments, athletics, etc. 


This hearty cooperation among all toward one another, 
has made it possible to point with pride at our educational 
system and also. must we feel a pardonable pride at the 
favorable comments of the State Educational Department. 


Again, the high standard of efficiency which our boys 
and girls have shown in higher educational institions through- 
out this and other states, cannot help but make us believe 
that their early training received in our own schools was 
founded on a “rock and not on sand.” 


I wish it emphatically understood that I attribute this 
high~standard of efficiency not to the school department, 
alone, not to the tax-payers, alone, not to the children, alone, 
but to the hearty cooperation of all three. 


The school department realize that mistakes have been 
made but they are trying in every way possible to remedy 
them as soon as possible. 


New Projects 


The community school at Somesville and the new build- 
ing at Seal Harbor are the outstanding improvements this 
year. As this report is being written, the Seal Harbor school 
is not completed, but if the plans and wishes of the building 
committee are followed, this.school will undoubtedly be one - 
of the finest in the State and a source.of pride to all con- 
cerned. * | 


The school at Somesville has been thoroughly remodelled 
and it stands today a model of what a real community 
school should be. A great deal of credit is due the people 
who performed this work. The time was limited, necessary 
changes had to be made which of course took time, but 
everyone connected with this work seemed to feel as if it 
were his home and must be finished on a certain date. With 
this cooperation the work was practically completed so that 
the school opened on the time set by the committee. 
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Inspection of this school building and the Seal Harbor 
building is cordially welcomed. 


Repairs 


A school fence has been installed at the Hall Quarry 
School; the Otter Creek school has been painted both inside 
and out. 

The trimmings at the Stetson and Gilman High School 
have been painted. All the schools have been cleaned. 


Finances and Recommendations 


Through a typographical error the town raised $2,000.00 
this year for fuel when $3,000.00 was intended, so that it 
will be necessary to raise $1,000.00 additional next year for 
fuel to take care of this deficit. 

With the completion of the Somesville and Seal Harbor 
schools, I believe we should provide playground equipment. 
I placed this matter before the State Commissioner of Edu- 
cation and told him I believed $1,000.00 would take care of 
playground equipment for our schools and he gave me the 
assurance that if the town would appropriate $500.00 for 
this purpose the State would also appropriate $500.00. I be- 
lieve we should take advantage of this generous offer. 

In accordance with the State books it will be necessary 
to make the following adjustment in our books:— 

Brom the General Fund must come the Teachers’ Salaries, 
Board, Janitors, and Cleaning; Fuel, Test-books and sup- 
plies for the same. 

Anything pertaining to an equipment or apparatus must 
be taken from an Apparatus and Equipment Fund. This 


means typewriters, chemicals, seats, shades, blackboards,. 


furniture, etc. It will therefore be necessary to create an 
Apparatus and Equipment Fund. 

As I previously stated the cooperation of the tax-payers 
and school department has made it possible to bring our 
school and school property up to its present high standard, 

; It is the duty of the Superintendent of School to be 
alive to the needs of our schools in order to still further 
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improve our educational system and also our school property. 
This of course places the Superintendent in an unenviable 
position as it leaves him open to the charge of extravagance, 
high tax-rate, etc. A superintendent’s position would perhaps 
be much more secure were he to merely advocate a system 
which would cost less money, yet place us in a mediocre 
class instead of in the position we enjoy among Unions and 
Cities much larger than ours. 


Again, it has always been a question in my mind whether 
a permanent improvements, taking care of future needs and 
conditions is an extravagance. I firmly believe extravagance 
to be the process of seeing how cheaply we can do a thing 
regardless of the quality. It is my duty to place before the 
Superintending School Committee and Tax-payers conditions 
and remedies as I see them and if you believe it would not 
be policy to perform this work this year, well and good. 
My duty will have been performed. 


Otter Creek, Seal Harbor and Somesville, I believe to be 
well taken care of for some time to come. I believe, especially 
at Seal Harbor and Somesville conditions have been taken 
care of to insure no worry on our part were there to be an 
‘increased registration of 50%. 


It is now my duty to call to your attention the con- 
ditions at the Stetson school, Northeast Harbor. 


At'present there are four regular classrooms in this build- 
ing, a make shift recitation room in the basement, and the 
ninth grade at the High school. These pupils are walking to 
the Stetson school for recitation periods. A number of times 
each day. Winter weather makes this an unnecessary hard- 
ship. The basement recitation room maybe alright for a 
temporary arrangement but certainly does not, I believe, 
meet with your approval as a permanent arrangement. The 
ninth grade at the high school is far from a satisfactory con- 
dition. 

The Stetson building, at its completion, was ideal for 
about 90 to 100 pupils, at present, there are 130 pupils. 
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You can readily see the difficulties under which we are 
laboring. 7 | 

This condition is caused by the increased registration, 
and if the taxpayers are satisfied with our present arrange- 
ment, which I believe is the best that can be made, then well 
and good. If the parents of these children believe the present 
condition should be remedied, it will be necessary to build 
an addition on this building. This is a matter purely for 
you to decide. 

I also recommend a suitable grade wall be built in front 
of the Gilman High School. 

I recommend that the Superintending School Committee 
be authorized to use their own judgment regarding the main-. 
tenance of a school at Pretty Marsh the ensuing year. 

It is with deep regret that I speak of the death of A. H. 
Stinson, so long associated with the Superintending School 
Committee. His interest and advice in school matters were 
of inestimable value. 

In closing, I wish to thank all for their hearty coopera- 
tion and support during the year.

NUTRITION REPORT ° 


This report covers a period of six weeks spent in Mt. 
Desert between October 1 and December 31, 1930. 

The aims of the nutrition program are as follows: 

1..To improve the health of the community thru the 
improvement of the general food habits, the habits of eating. 

2. To give assistance to individuals suffering from mal- 
nutrition, especially among the pre-school and _ school 
children. 

3. To teach the children to eat the foods which science 
has proved are most beneficial for growth and health. 

_4. To give assistance in planning special diets to people 

desiring this help. 
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The program naturally centers around the school work. 
A nutrition lesson of twenty minutes was taught in each 
classroom every other week at Halls Quarry, Northeast 
Harbor and Somesville. And every week in Otter Creek and 
Seal Harbor. After Christmas, Northeast Harbor will be 
visited every week, and after Easter, Halls Quarry and 
Somesville. 

Special class work and conferences are being held for the 
underweight children in the grade schools and the high school 
in Northeast Harbor. To help the school work carry over into 
the homes, calls are made on the mothers, and adult classes 
in “Nutrition and Food Selection” organized in all the 
communities. Mothers meetings are held at the school 


buildings. .

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Report of Town Engineer 


January 28, 1931 


TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN, TOWN OF Mount DESERT, 
MAINE 


Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith the following annual report of the 
Public Work and Engineering Department. for 1930. 


The activities of this department, briefly stated, include 
the making of plans, specifications and estimates from en- 
gineering surveys of State aid and other county and town 
roads, giving construction grades and alignments, preparing 
legal descriptions of said rights-of-way and setting stone 

bounds to designate the right-of-way of said roads; making 
_ preliminary surveys and estimates for municipal officers 
and committees; compiling data for various committees, 
including statistics, charts, maps, reports, references and 
other information requested; making plans, specifications 
and estimates and giving construction grades and align- 
ments on new public sewers; supervising the cleaning of 
villages in the spring; supervising the collection and disposal 
of town refuse; supervising and maintaining a sewer pumping 
station; solving problems pertaining to sanitation; consulting 
advicé to concerns and individuals on town matters. 


The work of this department for 1980 may be better 
presented by the following list which also includes, in many 
instances, a description of the present status of the work 
for the year, with references to articles relating to the par- 
ticular problem since its inception. A comparative recapitul- 
ation of town appropriations included under seven municipal 
headings, is also listed to show the relative weight of different 
municipal departments to that of public work and engineer- 
ing. 
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List OF FIELD SURVEYS AND ENGINEERING CONSTRUCTION 
WORK: 


PROPOSED LOWER HABLOCK DRIVE, Pedder’s Corner to 
Sargeant Drive. Remarks: Survey is in progress. (Reference, 
Art. 47, 1929 Warrant.) 


EAGLE LAKE ROAD FROM STATE AID ROAD TO BAR 
HARBOR TOWN LINE. Remarks: The selectmen considered 
it advisable to change the alignment of this survey. See 
report of Town Planning Committee. (Reference, Art. 64, 
1929 Warrant, and Art. 37, 1980 Warrant.) 


JORDAN POND ROAD. Remarks: The town voted at the 
March town meeting in 1930 to accept an offer made by 
Mr. John D. Rockefeller, Jr., to re-construct without cost 
to the town a portion of the Jordan Pond Road beginning 
near the Jordan Pond House and running in a southerly 
direction to a point near the Wildwood Farm road, a distance 
of about 3,000 linear feet, as shown on a plan of this road 
accepted by the town and dated July 1929; the traveled 
road way to be 18 feet in width. The type of road to be 
constructed was to have a gravel base course with a re-tread 
crushed stone or gravel surface, the work to be done in 1930 
under the supervision and to the satisfaction of the town 
engineer. When the reconstructed section of road is com- 
pleted, the municipal officers to take the action necessary 
to abandon all portions of the old road lying outside of the 
right-of-way of the reconstructed section, and to extend to 
Mr. Rockefeller a vote of thanks. Three thousand feet of a 
non-skid road has been completed by Mr. Rockefeller. The 
road was built by Mr. S. F. Ralston in accordance with 
specifications submitted by the town engineer. The align- 
ment and grade of the road were carefully followed and not 
altered. Practically the entire road was constructed with a 
stone base with crushed gravel surface. The use of Bitumuls, 
an emulsified asphalt, approved by the town engineer, pene- : 
trated the gravel surface with the result that a lighter-colored 
wearing surface was secured. The road is one of the best 
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constructed pieces of work done in the town. (Reference 
Art. 91, 1928 Warrant, Art. 9, 1929 Special Warrant, also 
Art. 32, 33, 34, 35, 36, 1929 Warrant, and Art. 36, 1930 
Warrant. ) 


HALL QUARRY ROAD. Remarks: This road was surveyed 
in 1929 to a point near the village. About one half of the 
2,500 lineal feet was completed in 1929 and the remainder 
completed in 1930. This road has a stone base obtained from 
the quarry and is surfaced with gravel, thereby making a 
very substantial roadway for this community. The surface 
should be covered with road oil in the spring. The construc- 
tion of this road should be continued through the village to 
afford a better approach to the newly constructed section. 
The village streets are in poor condition. (Reference, Art. 
66, 1929 Warrant, and Art. 39, 1930 Warrant.) 


OAK HILL ROAD. Remarks: The permanent construction 
of this road began in 1929 and was extended westerly for 
a distance of about 600 feet in 1930, greatly benefitting the 
travel condition in this locality. (Reference, Art. 67, 1929 
Warrant, Art. 32, 1930 Warrant.) 


PRETTY MARSH ROAD. Remarks: A _ continuation of 
rock fill construction of this road from Allen Smith’s 
property northerly about 1000 feet was completed in 1930. 
The grade of the hill near Allen Smith’s was reduced to 
eleven percent. A preliminary survey has been made of this 
road from the Tremont town line to the Bar Harbor town 
line that shows that it contains many hills having grades 
up to seventeen percent. To make this road a main route 
the hills and valleys should be balanced so that the final 
grade would not exceed seven percent. This would greatly 
reduce automobile operating cost in this section of town. 
The general alignment of the road is fairly good. (Reference 
Art. 31, 69, 1929 Warrant, Art. 32, 1980 Warrant.) 


BEECH HILL RoApD. Remarks: This road was rock filled 
and graveled from H. Blanchard’s to beyond the school 
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house, a distance of about 1000 feet. (Reference, Art. 38, 
1930 Warrant.) 


MILLBROOK ROAD. Remarks: The plans for the improve- 
ment of this road were made in February 1930, and called 
for a hard surface road, with a sidewalk on the west side 
from Summit Road to the Tennis Court Road, a distance of 
1800 lineal feet. The work was done by a day-labor force 
under tke supervision of the selectmen. The amount of road 
completed was seventy-two percent, including the base for 
the sidewalk. The Northeast Harbor Village Improvement — 
Society has agreed to pay to the town one thousand dollars 
toward the building of the sidewalk and had the walk been 
completed for any part of its length a pro rata amount would 
have been paid. Since no part of the sidewalk has been 
completed, this amount still remains with the Village Im- 
provement Society. 


In the 1929 Warrant, Art. 48, reeommended by the Town 
Planning Committee, was based on an estimate made by 
the town engineer of eleven thousand dollars to widen Mill- 
brook Road and construct a sidewalk on the west side from — 
Summit Road to the Northeast Harbor Tennis Club. On 
account of possible litigation concerning the right-of-way 
of this road, a vote was taken to lay the article over until 
the next town meeting. Under Art. 28, 1930, an amount of 
seven thousand dollars was raised instead of the former 
amount. In the construction of the road it was deemed 
advisable by the municipal officers to change the grade of 
the road near Brown’s house, for a couple of hundred feet. 
(Reference, Art. 87, 88, 1928 Warrant, Art. 48, 1929 War- 
rant, Art. 12, Special Warrant, August 26, 1929, Art. 28, 
1930 Warrant.) | 


PARK, NORTHEAST HARBOR. Remarks: The traverse 
survey formerly submitted to the Town Planning Committee 
had several changes made in it in 1930. The final description 
of the survey involved a total land area of about 12.3 acres. - 
On July 30, 1930 a petition was filed with the selectmen for 
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laying out a town road along the shore of Northeast Harbor, 
and on August 7, 1930 a hearing was held by theselectmen, 
a which thirty-seven people attended. The filing of the 
description of the survey and plan was made to the municipal 
officers August 28, 1930. 


At a special town meeting held September 6, 1930, a 
sub-committee of the Town Planning Committee, known as 
the park committee, of which Mr. Vance C. McCormick was 
chairman, submitted a detailed report. The conclusions of 
the report were in the form of a proposition to the town 
and in substance are as follows: 


“Tf the town takes the necessary action to adopt and 
build a road and acquire the land within the proposed park 
area and elect three suitable commissioners the Committee 
will— 

1. Pay to the town sums aggregating $39,750. 


2. Expend sums aggregating $93,820 to take up options 
held by it on the remaining land within the park area and 
convey these properties to the town for park purposes. 


3. Pay the town (a) towards the damages for the opening 
of the shore road $10,000. (b) for the building of the shore 
road $15,000. (c) for the demolition of buildings within the 
park area and the smoothing over the land $10,000. 


If the proposition is accepted, the total payments by the 
Committee will aggregate between $15,000 and $20,000 more 
than this. ~ 


Thére will be some expense connected with maintenance 
and the Village Improvement Society of Northeast Harbor 
had already pledged itself to contribute $1,000 a year for 
three years for this purpose. 


As the development of the park, the $10,000 provided 
by the Committee should be sufficient to fill up the cellars, 
smooth over and seed down the land. Any additional con- 
tributions received for this project will be used for the park 
development. Those interested in the project feel that once 
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the park is secured, the further development of the park 
should proceed gradually from year to year without expense 
to the tax payers.” 


The proposition, sponsored by many prominent summer 
residents, was defeated by a small majority, the vote being 
159 to 149. This caused considerable agitation in different 
local communities and a complete change of sentiment was 
made October 38rd, 1930, in favor of the extensive improve- 
ment, the vote being 396 to 83. It is claimed this improve- 
ment would have made the Village of Northeast Harbor one 
of the most beautiful villages along the coast of Maine, 
besides offering a relief to heavy traffic in the village in the 
summer time, and would have promoted philanthropic work — 
for future development. (Reference, Art. 56; 1929 Warrant, 
Art. 3 to 11, Special Warrant, Sept. 19380; Art. 1 to 12, 
Special Warrant, Oct. 3rd,1930.) (Town Report 1929, Page 
110, Town Report 1928, page 85.) 


STATE AID ROAD. Remarks: About five hundred lineal 
feet of the 1929 road work was completed in 1980 by day 
labor force under the supervision of the selectmen. The total - 
length of the 1929 section was twenty-five hundred lineal 
feet. Aside from a change in the alignment of this road from 
that shown on the plans, the municipal officers considered it 
advisable to change the grade and banking of one of the 
curves for a few hundred feet. The 1929 section was fenced 
and a tarvia retread surface placed over the entire length 
during 1930. The section of road built in 1927 and 1928 has 
never been surfaced. This unsurfaced section begins at State 
highway ‘‘M”’ and runs easterly 4,375 feet. This road should 
be completed by having a retread surface built in 1931. 


A complete survey, including plans, estimate and con- 
struction stakes, has been made for the 1930-1931 State aid 
work. This relocation begins at the end of the 1929 work 
at Paul Bordeaux’s entrance and ends at the cemetery, a 
distance of about twenty-five hundred lineal feet, and will” 
involve the raising of Richardson Brook Bridge. Several 
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center line surveys were made between Eagle Lake Road and 
Richardson Brook Bridge at the request of the state highway 
commission and selectmen to determine the best way to 
go, with a result that the one showing a straight line between 
the two mentioned points was favored by the State, provided 
the town would be willing to spend the additional cost for a 
straight road. We were advised by the State to make a design 
for the straight road, even though the cut was heavy, with 
a grade not to exceed ten percent. This was done and the 
general plan was approved by the Selectmen and the State 
Highway Commission. It was stated by a representative of 
the highway commission that the policy adopted by the town 
engineer three years ago, of having the main travelled roads 
in town designed on the theory of flatter curves and better 
alignment, has now been adopted by the State, in fact, the 
State even goes a step farther and requests as straight a 
road as possible, even at additional expense, on account of 
criticism which the State has received in the past for per- 
mitting the construction of so many sharp curves in the 
roads. 


During 1930 about one thousand lineal feet of State aid 
construction work has been done in town. The legal descrip- 
tion of the road has not been filed, as yet, with the county 
commissioners. 


County ROAD BETWEEN PEDDER’S CORNER AND ASTICOU 
CORNER. Remarks: A study plan showing the relative position 
of the present roadway and buildings in the vicinity has been. 
given to the selectmen and a solution is pending. (Reference 
1929 town report page 106, also Art. 73, 1929 Warrant.) 


OTTER CREEK FIRE RESERVOIR. Remarks: A topographi- 
cal survey and plan has been submitted to the Selectmen 
showing the amount of land and quantity of water that 
would be impounded if a dam was built in the creek north of 
the county road. 


STONE BounD SET. Remarks: Stone bounds were placed 
on the right-of-way lines of the 1930State aid road location, 
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the new town road east of Otter Creek school, and the re- 
mainder of the right-of-way of the Jordan Pond Road. 


SYLVAN ROAD SEWER. Remarks: A survey and complete 
set of plans were made for the construction of a sewer and 
manholes for this road. The work was completed by day- 
labor force in 1930. 


Rock END RoApD. Remarks: A survey and complete set 
of plans were made in 1930. The Selectmen are to report on 
the matter. 


THIRD CLASS ROADS, SEAL HARBOR. Remarks: A plan 
was plotted for the Selectmen in order that they may nego- 
tiate with property owners on right-of-way privileges. : 


SEWER CONNECTIONS. Remarks: Location and depth 
were given for house connections. 


MISCELLANEOUS. Remarks: Received bids for garbage 
disposal at sea, to location designated by the War Depart- 
ment; supervised the collection of refuse, the burning of 
rubbish and disposal of garbage from the town, attended 
meeting Hancock County Trustees of Public Reservation 
Corporation at Bar Harbor; appointed secretary of several 
town committees; supervised maintenance and operation of 
Sea Street pumping station; inspected Bar Harbor Inciner- 
ator; attended meetings of town planning committee; at- 
tended conference with Selectmen and State Highway Com- 
mission at Augusta; attended conference of Northeast Harbor 
park committee in New York City; attended conference with 
Selectmen and County Commissioner at Ellsworth; attended 
conference with Somesville Village Improvement Society; 


attended meeting of Northeast Harbor Village Improvement : 


Society; and attended conference with Selectmen and Richard 
W. Hale at Boston. 


VILLAGE CLEANING. Remarks: This work began May 26 
and ended October 15. All rubbish accumulated during the 
winter months was removed from five of the principal vil- 
lages. A large part of the debris was disposed of by short 
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hauls in the respective communities. The work which began 
several years ago has gained in public cooperation yearly. 
One of the important features of the work is done by the 
public itself, that is, the assemblage of rubbish into bundles 
and boxes easily handled by the working force. This cooper- 
ation is a great help and promotes better service. The service 
will probably begin May 25 in 1981. 


REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL. Remarks: By the 
purchase of a three-ton International truck to be used by 
three departments—refuse collection, general road mainten- 
ance and snow removal—the necessity of hiring a truck for 
the collection of refuse in Seal Harbor as formerly done, was 
eliminated. The new International truck was used on garbage 
collection during July, August and September, and the Selden 
truck from June until the middle of September. The two 
G. M. C. trucks were used for the latter part of June until 
the middle of September. The work has to be accomplished 
on a variable schedule to meet the seasonal increase and 
- decrease in the non-resident population. 


Under Art. 42 of the Warrant 1930 a suitable shed was 
built at the town wharf. This building protects the men in 
inclement weather and serves as a storage place for containers 
in the winter. 


_ The disposal of garbage at sea is done under contract. 
The boat began work on June 9, 1920, and ended October 
15, 1930. For two weeks after June 9 and for about four weeks 
after September 15, the daily contract price was less than 
for the heavy part of the service between these dates. Two 
bids were received, one from H. L. Smallidge of Northeast 
Harbor and one from R. H. Mitchell of Bangor. The latter 
being the lowest bidder. The bid prices were very close. The 
boat service in 1930 was very satisfactory. A permit obtained 
several years ago from the Federal Government for dumping 
- garbage at sea expires December 31, 1931. The burning plant 
for rubbish has deteriorated and it will be necessary to re- 
build the stone work of the plant in 19381. 
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A complete description of refuse collection and disposal 
for the Town of Mount Desert, giving population and quan- 
tities of garbage disposed of by the town, may be found in 
the August issue of the American City Magazine for 1930. 


The men employed for the collection of refuse are in- 
structed to be careful and courteous in the performance of 
their duties. This is one of the criterions for the job. 


TOWN COMMITTEES. Remarks: A list of town committees 
and their membership may be found in the town reports as 
follows: 1929, pages 116, 117 and 118; 1928, pages 90, 91 
and 92. 


SNow FENCE PROTECTION. Remarks: The amount of 
snow fence erected for the 1930-31 season was 2100 lineal 
feet, distributed as follows: Otter Creek third class road, 
200 feet, Seal Harbor third class road, Seaside Inn, 200 feet; 
Northeast Harbor, town roads, Summit Road, 200 feet; 
Neighborhood Road, 200 feet, Manchester and Neighbor- 
hood roads, 200 feet; and Upper Hadlock Pond, State aid 
road, 200 feet. Somesville section: State aid road, south of 
Babson’s Bridge, 100 feet. Pretty Marsh Section: town road, 
near Mark Gray’s, 100 feet; near Allen Smith’s home, 100 
feet. 


AIRCRAFT REGULATIONS. Remarks: In addition to chapter 
265 of the Laws of 1929, the following ordinance was passed 
by vote of the town in 1980, as follows: ““That all aircraft 
run or operated in any tidal or other waters within the 
town, shall be provided or equipped with proper and suitable 
mufflers or other devices, which shall effectually deaden 
sound; said mufflers shall be used all the time the engines - 
of the aircraft are in operation.’ , 


AN Act For A BETTER GOVERNMENT For THE TOWN 
OF Mount DESERT. Remarks: This act was printed in last 
year’s town report as a reprint of Chapter 97, Private and 
Special Laws of 1929. It should be carefully read by every 
resident and non-resident tax payer. The act is the outcome 
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of a discussion made at a meeting of the Warrant Committee 
held in March 1928 and may become effective by public 
vote at any town meeting. The act among other things, 
calls for a town manager form of government. 


PINE BLISTER RUST CONTROL. Remarks: A report made 
by Mr. Neil L. Violette, State Forest Commissioner, describing 
the important work done in the Town of Mount Desert and 
adjacent territories in 1930 to control blister rust, with 
recommendation to the town for 1931 explains the situation 
and in part is as follows: 


‘“‘White pine blister rust is a foreign imported disease. It 
is causing much concern among pine owners. The best author- 
ities in the land are well aware of the urgent need of pro- 
tection from this disease. Blister rust can be controlled at a 
reasonable cost. Control measures are being conducted in 
eighteen states by towns and individuals and by the Federal 
Government. 


Mt. Desert Island is badly hit, due to the abundance of 
wild currant and gooseberry plants which are the alternate 
host plants of the disease. The removal of these plants pre- 
vents further spread of the rust, since it does not go from 
tree to tree, but from the infected trees to these plants, 
which spread it to more white pine trees during the summer 
months. Once a pine tree becomes infected it dies a few 
years after the disease reaches the trunk. As the pines on 
Mt. Desert Island have. been exposed to blister rust for a 
number of years, dead, dying, and trees in various stages of 
the disease are present. This condition would have become 
worse steadily had not control measures been adopted by 
the town in 1930. Bar Harbor and the Government on Park 
lands have conducted control work for several years, destroy- 
ing hundreds of thousands of currant and gooseberry bushes, 
thereby checking further spread of the rust; the work in the 
town of Mt. Desert probably will be completed in 1931 
and should prevent the spreading of the disease for a number 


of years. ‘igs ig 
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To prevent a bad situation from becoming worse the 
subject of control was taken up with the town officials and 
the V. I. A.’s of Seal Harbor and Northeast Harbor. Subse- 
quently, the two V. I. A.’s voted to raise $250.00 each to 
cooperate with the state in control work, providing the town 
raised a similar amount. The town raised this sum. Later, 
during the summer, ten summer residents donated $252.00 
more, making a total of $1,002.00 for control work. This 
money was used for the hire of a five-man eradication crew, 
which was supervised by a State man. The state represen- | 
tative also scouted ahead of the crew, lining up areas to be 
worked, and eliminating areas where crew work was not 
necessary. He also explained the nature of the disease to 
many pine owners and to many estate care-takers. In many 
instances, the care-takers were instructed in ways to save 
infected trees. 


Area worked: Approximately, 1,658 acres were freed of 
currant and gooseberry bushes—1,360 acres being worked 
by the town paid crew and 298 acres by our Mr. Lambert. 
A total of 78,058 currant and gooseberry bushes were 
destroyed, the following species being found—65,433 skunk — 
currants, 12,541 wild gooseberry and 84 wildred currant.. 
The area worked consists of 62 estates and permanent resi- 
dent lands owned along Somes Sound as far as Richardson’s | 
Cove, from Brown’s Brook to point where Sargeant Drive 
enters the State highway, and from Hadlock Brook near 
Upper Hadlock Pond, and including the area around Lower 
Hadlock Pond eastward, to Blue Head, including Ox Hill 
and Village of Seal Harbor. The irregularity of the area 
worked is due to the urgent need for applying immediate 
control measures to the worst infected areas. These areas - 
are shown on a map on file in the town office. 


There remains considerable area needing protection. 
Already the National Government is protecting the Park 
lands. It is hoped that the town of Mt. Desert will see the. 
need of finishing the job already started within the town and 
appropriate again at its next town meeting. The V. I. A. of 


To 


Northeast Harbor at its annual meeting last August voted 
to raise $250.00 for continuing the work in 1931, providing 
the town raises a similar amount. The V. I. A. of Seal 
Harbor will undoubtedly raise a similar amount. 


Under a new working policy adopted by the State for 
1931, the State will add 50% to the amount raised by any 
town for blister rust work. Therefore, to whatever sum Mt. 
Desert raises, the State wil add one-half. In addition, the 
State will furnish the services of a trained supervisor.”

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CONCLUSIONS 


FROM THE FOREGOING IT MAY BE CONCLUDED: 


1. That, grade and alignment for road work of any mag- 
nitude should be pre-determined and followed, unless for 
the best interest of the town a change in plans is found 
necessary, and that such a change be approved by a majority 
of the selectmen. 


2. That the Jordan Pond Road which has a new location ~ 
for its right-of-way, should be improved yearly, a little at a 
time until the alignment and grade, accepted by vote of the 
town in 1929, has been realized. 


3. That the village streets in Hall Quarry are poorly 
drained. 

4. That it would be more systematic and economical for 
the town to let by contract to the lowest responsible bidder, 
the construction of hard surface roads for which complete 
engineering plans have been made and for which large sums 
of money have been raised, than to build the road by force — 
account. 


5. That recommendations which are made after careful 
consideration by town committees are not always appre- 
ciated. 


6. That the town planning committee, having served the 
three year appointment, has offered impartial and valuable 
suggestions to the town on town matters. : 


7. That the rejection of proposals for public improve- 
ment at the expense of private enterprise seems an absurdity 
and retards the progress of a community. 


Recommendations 


1. That, letting by contract to the lowest responsible 
bidder, of major construction work be considered by the * 
town. ; 
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2. That, hard surface construction of the Jordan Pond 
Road be continued from Wildwood Farm road, southerly to 
the end of the forty foot section, a distance of about a 
thousand feet. 


a That, Hall Quarry road be improved a short distance 
through the main part of the village to conform with and 
join to the recently constructed road. 


4. That the Millbrook road and sidewalk be completed 
by extending it to the Tennis Club road. 


5. That the county road between Pedder’s corner and 
Asticou corner be relocated by the selectmen in such a 
manner as to greatly improve the curves. 


6. That, the work on Eagle Lake road be completed in 
1931. 


7. That, the State aid road work be completed in conform- 
ity with plans approved by the State Highway Commission. 


8. That tar products be used on gravel road surfacing 
and emulsified asphalt be used for crushed rock surfacing. 


9. That the State, town and village improvement societies 
contribute sufficient funds to complete the control work on 
the pine blister. 


10. That a fire reservoir be built at Otter Creek by the 
construction of a dam in the brook to such a height that the 
flowage will not involve more than one half of an acre of 
land. 


11. That a sewer be built in Rock End road from a point 
opposite the Neighborhood House to the existing manhole 
at the intersection of this road and Forest Lane, in conform- 
ity with plans made in June, 1930. 


12. That, the town continue the village clean-up work in 
_ Spring, and when public notices are posted stating when the 
work will begin, all rubbish be placed outside of cellars in 
convenient size boxes accessible to the men collecting same. 
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13. That the town continue to collect and dispose of 
refuse, that garbage be dumped at sea and the government 
permit be extended for such purpose. 

14. That the burning plant for rubbish be repaired. 

15. That all committees officially appointed that have 
not made their reports to the town, a nt same during 
1931 or resign. | 

16. That additional snow fence be purchased to meet the — 
requirements shown by a list of locations submitted in 1929. 

17. That, committee recommendations should be ac- 
cepted or rejected by town vote.
